intended to crush out the H e u a i.ii, 
and 
still 
others 
are uncharitable 
enough to believe th at the company 
have gone into the liquor business and 
really wish an investigation of tlie 
water works. 


Old Line Whigs. 


An honorable old i»olitical party, 
were the old line Whigs. 
Though 
(lead, they yet live. They were in ad­ 
vance of all other jtolitical parties In 
their day, and were in reality a pro­ 
gressive party, and in their ranks 
were found a band of the most en­ 
lightened statesmen of tiie iast gener­ 
ation. 
A few of these old worthies 
are yet living, calm and serene.

men who have disgraced the nam e of 
Americans by giving or receiving 
bribes in ollice, taking back pay, and 
tilling their pockets by means of the 
Credit Mobilier, there |is not to be 
found, in all th at vast crowd, the 
nam e of an old line W hig, who had 
attained to any prominence during 
the existence of the W hig party.” If 
this be so, we shall have a veneration 
for that old party we never had be­ 
fore. 
A glorious thing it would lie for 
the American people, 
if the Lord 
would visit the valley of dry bone9 
and resurrect th at old party. 


Not Parallel Cases- 


Under the head of “The Two F ran­

former would represent a water fran­ 
chise as amenable to objection as that 
of the old company, as they both 
claim to he contracts of a permanent 
character.” 
For S a b ic h i should be 
w ritten T iffa n y ', but of that no m at­ 
ter. 
Mr. T if f a n y represents the Los 
Angeles 
W ater 
Company 
which 
claims to own the exclusive right to 
lay down water pipes and to furnish 
water within the corporate limits of 
this city. 
Mr. B e a u d r y obtained 
from the Council the privilege of con­ 
veying water to a portion of the city 
to which the W ater Company had 
never laid their pipes and refused so 
to do. 
B ut here is the point—and it 
is a very im portant one—of dissimi­ 
larity between the two parties. 
Mr. 
B k a u d k y does not claim an exclusive 
franchise. 
H e is willing that the Los 
Angeles W ater Company shall lay 
down pipes side by side with his own 
and sell or give aw ay the water. 
Further than this, Mr. B e a u d u y does 
not wish or intend to compete w ith a 
single rod of pipe that the company 
now has in the ground. The facts of 
the case are th a t the Los Angeles 
W ater Company claim the exclusive 
right to run water ou every block in 
the city but neglect to exercise the 
right. 
Mr. B e a u d u y 
claims 
the 
right to convey water to portions of 
tiie city where the Company have not 
conveyed it, hut at the same tim e he 
admits the right of 
any one 
to 
lay down pipes by the side of his own. 
Thus it will be seen th a t the parallel 
of the Express is no parallel at all, 
and like all its other arguments this 
one will not hold water. 


The Question at Issue. 


The question which will be decided 
w ith the closing of the polls on the 
evening of December 7tli is one not 
dillicult to understand. 
Divested of 
all sophistry, glam our and verbiage, 
it simply am ounts to a contest betweeu 
the people and less tlian a dozen citi­ 
zens. 
It is a contest which shall de­ 
term ine w hether the city government 
shall pass to the control of the major­ 
ity of the voters and taxpayers or be 
once more resumed by the clique 
whose supremacy lias been almost un­ 
interrupted for more th an a score of 
years. This is the whole m atter in a 
nutshell. If the majority of the voters 
ot Los Angeles are satisfied w ith the 
present m anagement of the city; if 
they think a little wooden sewer, less 
th an three hundred feet in length, is 
worth $21 ,000 of the people’s money; 
if they think it is right to issue thous­ 
ands of dollars Yvorth of scrip for no 
one knows what, and of which even 
the stub ends of the checks cannot be 
found; if they think the vast revenue 
raised by taxation and tho sale of the 
city's lauds has been carefully and 
judiciously 
expended; 
if 
they 
th in k they 
have 
all 
the street, 
sidewalk and sewer improvements 
th a t 
could 
ltave 
been 
made 
for the money; if they think no more 
or better public buildings could be 


had without an increase of taxation; 
If they think unlawful special fran­ 
chise claims should longer blight the 
city; if they think the city should he 
held to the strict letter of a contract 
while the party of the second part 
habitually and systematically violates 
its part of the compact; if they think 
the city's progress and development 
should ho retarded through claims of 
vested rights, by which the claim ants 
prevent others from m aking improve­ 
m ents that they themselves refit. e to 
make; if they think the prosperity of 
the many should bo sacrificed to the 
interest of the few, then the policy of 
the E xpress is right, the ring will tri­ 
umph, Mr. T i f f a n y will he elected, 
the people will go on paying heavy 
taxes, and LosAugeles will retain her 
poor sewerage, her muddy streets and 
her dilapidated sidewalks. 


The Elections. 


The returns we have received from 
the Eastern elections which took place 
on Monday and Tuesday are meagre, 
but indicate decisive results. 
In Lou­ 
isiana the Conservatives or Democrats 
have swept the ¡State, and thus the 
people adm inister a severe rebuke to 
the miserable policy of the Adm inis­ 
tration in m aintaining in power the 
K e ll o g g faction. 
New York aston­ 
ishes us. Governor Drx is popular 
and his record is good. 
W e had ex­ 
pected th at lie would ho elected while 
the Democrats would elect the re­ 
m ainder of the State ticket and a 
majority of the Legislature. The re­ 
turns tell a different story and report 
the election of T i l d e n , the Demo­ 
cratic nominee for Governor, by 40,000 
majority. 
Perhaps the one item of 
news from these elections that will 
afford the most universal pleasure is 
that announcing tiie defeat of Ben. 


B u t i. e k . 
H e will not figure longer in 
Congress. The indications are that 
the Democrats have made immense 
gains everywhere—so great th at in the 
next House of Representatives the 
.Republicans will, for the first tim e in 
years, find themselves in the m inor­ 
ity. 
W hat is the cause of this great 
change in political sentim ent? will be 
asked by m any. There is but one an­ 
swer, which is th at the policy of the 
Administration toward the .South is a 
failure and the President’s ambition 
for a third term is exceedingly obnox­ 
ious to the people.

The DeYoung-Napthaly Case. 


Judge Stanley made a new order on 
Saturday in the case of Charles De 
Young, which reads as follows: “ Good 
cause appearing and existing therefor, 
although the said cause or causes have 
not been made to appear by the oath 
or affirmations of any witness and are 
based only on verbal communications 
addressed to and relied upon by the

tiiat the case be continued for the 
term and be resubmitted to the next 
Grand Ju ry of the city and county of 
San Francisco.” 
It will be rem em ­ 
bered that. DeYoug was presented to 
the late Grand Ju ry on a charge of an 
assault to m urder B. F. N apthaly and 
the jury ignored the complaint. On 
the 5th ofSeptember, the day the jury 
reported, Judge Stanley referred the 
complaint to the Grand Jury on the 
Court’s 
own volition. 
Alexander 
Campbell, counsel for DeYouug, ob­ 
jected to the order on the ground that 
the 
information 
upon 
whieli the 
Court acted had not been judicially 
presented to it, and therefore the 
Court erred in re-submitting the case; 
also, that the order was defective, be­ 
cause it should state the causes upon 
which the court based its action. The 
motion to set aside the order was de­ 
nied, and the counsel then moved that 
the same be modified. 
After hearing 
the arguments of Campbell and Dis­ 
trict Attorney Ryan, the above order 
was entered as of September Gtli.—S. 
F. Bulletin, Oct. 31. 


Railroad Accident. 


R e n o , November 1st.—The passen­ 
ger train of the Virginia and Truckee 
Railroad, which arrives here at m id­ 
night, met with a serious disaster last 
night. As it Yvas coming in a t a full 
rate of speed it struck two flat cars 
about a mile soutli of town which had 
rundow n the side track and partially 
across the main track, completely de­ 
molishing the two llats and th e en­ 
gine.

Johnson, we learn th at his lectures 
wore to occur in that city oil Tuesday 
and W ednesday 
evenings, October 
27th and 28th. T hat our citizens m ay 
understand how Mr. Johnson prose­ 
cutes his enterprise for the delectation 
of the New Yorkers, wo append por­ 
tions of a circular of which he had 
twenty thousand copies printed and 
distributed in the schools, colleges and 
hotels of the city. 
The circular states 
th at Mr. J. A. Johnson editor and 
proprietor of the Santa Barbara Press, 
and of the Illustrated Weekly Press 
of Southern California, has liad the 
chief objects of interest In the six 
Southern counties of California, the 
semi-tropical portion of the Stale, 
photographed by 
Professor 
\V. E. 
James, the photographer of the expe­ 
dition to E gypt and Palestine, which 
has 
been 
immortalized 
by M ark 
Twain in his “ Innocents Abroad.” It 
took eleven weeks, nearly two thou­ 
sand miles’ travel, and cost more than 
two thousand dollars gold, to secure 
those views, which emhraee the or­ 
ange groves, almond orchards, vine­ 
yards, ranchos, cities, 
villages, old 
missions, and scenery of Southern 
California. 
Two hundred of these views are 
presented to illustrate the two lectures 
on Southern California by Mr. Jo h n ­ 
son, who lias resided there eight years, 
most of th a t time as Editor of the 
1‘rcss, and who lias just spent six 
months in traveling over the six 
Southern counties, where the photo- 
gruphs wore taken, and is able to 
give lull and reliable 
information 
concerning the localities most favora­ 
ble for tlie cure of various diseases and 
the places best suited for agriculture 
or business. 
By the aid of the stere- 
opticon these views are magnified till 
they are tw enty feet square, so that 
an audience of three or four thousand 
can exam ine them with perfect case. 
Views of Yosemite, scenes of tlie 
railroad and views of Sail Francisco 
and the Golden Gate, are also given 
as introductory to the first lecture, 
which includes the counties of San 
Luis Obispo, Santa Barbara and Ven­ 
tura. 
Tlie second leclcture embraces the 
counties of Los Angeles, San Diego 
and San Bernardino, with views of the 
orange groves, vineyards, etc. 
Enough is now known of this won­ 
derful region to establish the fact th at 
Southern California 
lias a climate 
equal to any portion of Italy, or of the 
world; but it is not generally known 
th at more than a half a million acres 
of land which produces tlie fig, the 
olive, the orange, tlie lemon, tlie lime, 
the almond, the English walnut, and 
tlieltalian chestnut, all in perfection, 
as well as the ordinary cereals and 
ordinary fruits of other States of tlie 
Union, lias been put upon the m arket 
within a few months past. The territory 
represented by these six counties is 
almost equal to tlie whole State of Il­ 
linois.

TWO SOULS WITH BUT ONE BODY. 


[From tlieR ellglo-l'hllosoplilcnl Journal.] 
A subscriber sends tlie following. It 
is indeed curious and well worthy of 
perusal: 
That most shrewd of modern observ­ 
ers, tlie Rev. C.C. Colton, laid itdow n 
as a truism that “ men are the same,” 
and wrote a book to prove it, yet in 
a second volume lie is constrained to 
say, 
“ There is an idiosyncracy in 
mind no less than in body, for some 
individuals have a peculiar constitu­ 
tion, both of head and heart, which 
sets all analogy and all calculation at 
defiance. There is an occult disturb­ 
ing force w ithin them that designates 
them as unclassified anomalies and 
hybrids; they form the corps particu- 
lier of exceptions to all general rules, 
being at times full as unlike to them ­ 
selves as to others.” T hat his second 
judgm ent is tlie more correct, will, we 
think, adm it of no doubt, and it is to 
one of these anomalies in hum an na­ 
ture we wisli to call attention. 
In the 
Sum m er of 1805 it was the w riter’s 
good fortune to visit the home of Mr. 
Samuel Buck, near Conneaut, Ashta­ 
bula county, Ohio, an elderly gentle-' 
m an, whose extraordinary character 
is perhaps without 
a 
parallel in 
history or romance. 
His eccentric­ 
ities were not suffered to find their 
way into the newspapers during his 
lifetime, but the facts here given are 
voched for by a large circle of ac­ 
quaintances, and now th a t he is be­ 
yond the reach of prying curiosity 
there is less restraint in giving them 
publicity. 
H e was then, as for m any years be­ 
fore and afterward, living alone in a 
little farm pottage well furnished w ith 
household articles, books, 
pictures, 
mementoes, etc., and as tidily kept as 
any in the village. H e was a m an of 
perhaps sixty-five years of age, of me­ 
dium stature, prepossessing in appear­ 
ance, and, considering his years, re­ 
m arkably erect and active. 
H e was 
well informed on most of tliu topics of 
the day and an agreeable conversa­ 
tionalist; iiad given considerable a t­ 
tention to mechanical inventions and 
in a sort of private curiosity shop lie 
kept an assortm ent of models and sev­ 
eral fonts of wood type wliieli ho had 
whittled out with a jackknifc. 
Blit 
what is most unaccountable, this man, 
though neither a lunatic nor herm aph­ 
rodite, was living a two-fold life. 
At 
the tim e of our visit he was dressed as 
as lady, and received and entertained 
visistors as such. 
H e had on a costly 
black silk dress of the “ Lady W ash­ 
ington” style, a pattern just then af­ 
fected by the most fashionable ladies 
of tlie village. 
His hair, which was 
touched with gray, aud when free fell 
down on his shoulders, was tastefully 
done up and secured undera black lace 
cap, becoming his age. The clear com­ 
plexion and smooth luce, the unstud­ 
ied air of ease and gracefulness, and 
even tlie insinuating gossip, rendered 
the illusion perfect. The dress was 
made by the village mantua-maker, 
who reported th at he was extremely 
fastidious about tlie fit, showing genu­ 
ine womanly solicitude for all the de­ 
tails. 
So complete did lie enter into 
all the tbougiits and feelings of a 
woman, th a t lie was evidently uncon­ 
scious of acting a borrowed part, and 
to all intents and purposes he was, for 
the time being, w hat lie assumed to 
he, a woman. A t such times he would 
speak of himself as Mrs. Buck and of 
Mr. Buck as absent. W hen the morn­ 
ing work was done aud Hie liour a r ­ 
rived for working in the field, the 
dress was exchanged for male attire, 
and the feminine character gave place 
to one every way masculine. Mr. 
Buck had returned and Mrs. Buck was 
now absent, and so remained until do­ 
mestic duties called her home in the 
evening, when tlie metamorphosis of 
the m orning was reversed. 
That this was not a mere childish 
conceit is almost demonstrable. There 
is every reason to believe th at he was 
not fully conscious while in one state 
of w hat he had said or done while in 
tlie other. 
Such incidents as tlie fol­ 
lowing are well authenticated, and 
were of alm ost daily occurrence. 
A 
neighbor calls in the m orning and 
s a y s : 
“ Mrs. Buck, I called to pay you for 
that cow.” 
“ W hat cow?” he asks in surprise. 
“ Why, the cow I bought of Air. Buck 
yesterday.” 
“ W ell,” lie rejoins with evident 
chagrin, “ you will have to see him 
about it; lie didn’t say anything tom e 
about selling the cow, or I would have 
opposed it.” 
By-and-by a lady calls for some a r­ 
ticle of lady’s wear and finds Mr. Buck 
a t home. H e obligingly' overhauls the 
wardrobe, trunks, etc., in masculine 
style, but returns with a confused look 
and says: 
“ Really, madaine, you will 
have to wait until Mrs. Buck returns, 
for I don’t know where to find it.” If 
the lady called in the morning, as re­ 
quested, the article was forthcoming 
at once,and if the purchaser of the cow 
came at noon w hen Mr. Buck was at 
home there was no difficulty in having 
him reeall all the particulars of the 
contract, as Mr. Buck was always con­ 
scientious in his dealings, while Mrs. 
Buck had the reputation of being close. 
Oti one occasion lie went to tlie dress­ 
m aker’s to get a new dress for Mrs. 
Buck, adding w ith the utmost naiv- 
ette, “ It will be necessary to go to the 
house for the measure, as Mrs. Buck 
is quite ill and unable to come over.” 
Some boys passing the house one 
morning commenced blackguarding 
the person in petticoats, who hurst 
into tears and sobbed, “ If m y hus­ 
band was here he wouldn’t see me 
abused so.” Returning later in tlie 
day, the same person in pantaloons 
took after them with a cudgel, yelling 
in 
unm istakable 
masculine tones, 
“ Ha, y o u d —d blackguards; I’ll teach 
you to insult m y wife while I ’m 
gone.” 
The part of the garden set apart for 
flowers was tended 
exclusively by 
Mrs. Buck; th a t for vegetables, exclu­ 
sively by Air. Buck. 
The former de­ 
lighted to arrange little bouquets for 
the children; tlie latter would drive 
them from his premises as intruders. 
W hen Mrs. Buck went visiting she 
took her knitting and gossiped, and 
when she received company she pre­ 
pared tea and hot biscuit in fashion­ 
able style. 
W hen Mr. Buck called, it 
was to discuss the crops and politics, 
and when called upon he would show 
his visitors his live stock or his curi­ 
osity shop, often expressing a regret 
th at Mrs. Buck could not understand 
or sympathize with his inventions and 
begrudged him the time he spent upon 
them. 
Mrs. Buck invariably drove 
the intruding cows or swiue from the 
door-yard w ith a broom-stick; Mr. 
Buck w ith w hat he could first lay his 
hand on. lie kept two separate purses 
and two accounts. 
The taxes and 
wages of hired help were paid from the 
sale of crops and stock, but when he 
marketed tils butter and eggs the pro­ 
ceeds were invested in articles for the 
Household or trinkets for Mrs. Buck. 
U nder 
strong 
excitement 
Mrs. 
B uck’s feelings found vent in tears; 
Mr. Buck’s occasionally in oaths, but 
never vice versa. 
Mrs. Buck wastoud 
of snuff and carried a snuff-box con­ 


stantly about her person; Mr. Buck 
could not endure it. 
Notwithstanding 
these and 
m any other differences, 
however, they were never known to 
come to blows, and tlie tenderness 
with which the old m an regarded his 
other -elf had even a .touch of pathos 
ih it. 
W hen on his death-bed and 
over seventy years of age, he sum ­ 
moned Judge Cushing from Jefferson, 
tw enty miles distant, to make his 
will, assigning as a reason: “ The 
Judge is tlie only one of my acquaint­ 
ances wlio never spoke an unkind word 
of Mrs. Buck.” 
Le died in 1872, on 
the same little farm which lie had oc­ 
cupied for more than half n century. 
Of his early history little or nothing 
was known, hut tradition said becam e 
from Pennsylvania and that lie had 
lived the same dual lifefrom boyhood. 
W hether it was some inexplicable 
hallucinasion, or, w hat is scarcely 
conceivable, tw in souls alternately 
controlling and sinking into abeyance 
in tlie same body, is an enigma we 
leave as we found" unanswered.
